I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19 63 
on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  town* 


During  the  year  there  were  only  253  oases  of  infectious  diseases s 
and  of  these  222  were  measles 0  Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria,  end  only  fourteen  cases  of  whooping  cough*  May  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  reminding  the  public  at  large  and  parents  of  young 
children  in  particular  of  the  necessity  to  immunise  young  children 
against  diphtheria,  hooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis*  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  contents  of  the  report  that  only  130  children  born  during 
the  year  were  protected  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  and 
only  twenty  one  children  against  poxiomyuj.it is* 


Is  it  really  necessary  for  these  diseases  to  raise  their  heads 
once  again  before  the  parents  of  young  children  realise  that  prevention 
of  these  particular  diseases  is  much  easier  than  the  cure  or  treatment 
afterwards? 


Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  birth  rate  of  18*3 
per  1,000  population  was  slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year,  and 
is  comparable  with  the  national  average* 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  fact  that  again  last  year  there  were 
no  maternal  deaths  for  the  5th  year-  in  succession*  This  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  midwifery  service  whether  in  hospital  or  at  home,  but  once 
again  reminds  us  that  no  mother  was  lost  because  of  the  care  taken  during 
ante- natal  and  delivery  periods*  The  future  mothers  of  this  town  must  be 
educated  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  services  at  their  disposal  during 
pregnancy* 

The  major  causes  of  death  are  still  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years, 
namely  those  due  to  cancer,  cerebral  disasters,  coronary  disease  and  other 
heart  diseases*  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  numbers  of  these  due  to 
bronchitis  reduced  last  year  to  only  eleven*  If  is  hoped  that  with  the 
increasing  trend  to  clean  up  the  atmosphere,  the  scourge  of  the  north,  ioe0 
bronchitis  will  become  less  of  a  problem*  Decreased  air  pollution  might 
also  make  it  more  attractive  to  come  and  live  and  work  in  the  north* 


It  is  felt  that  another  factor  which  could  influence  the  amount  of 
pollution  in  the  atmosphere  is  the  trend  and  public  demand  for  one  form 
or  another  of  central  heating  in  homes,  especially  these  which  are  being 
built  by  the  Corporation  or  by  private  enterprise*  This  may  lead  to 
occupiers  of  older  houses  also  desirous  of  obtaining  these  higher  standards 
of  heating  which  are  being  provided  in  the  newly  built  houses* 


Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  incidence  of  Brucellosis 9  and  until 
the  scheme  for  the  elimination  of  this  disease  from  cattle  has  been 
carried  out,  there  is  no  doubt  that  heat  treated  milk,  pasteurised 
or  sterilised,  is  the  only  milk  which  can  be  guaranteed  to  be  free 
from  disease  producing  organisms 0 

Part  of  the  year  was  under  the  guidance  of  your  previous  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dre  Ch  Hc  Te  Wade  to  whom  many  thanks  must  be 
recorded  for  his  work  over  the  previous  years e 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council,  send, or 
officials  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  unstinted 
help  on  my  arrival  here  last  year  as  your  new  medical  officer 0

Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  pollution  and 
propaganda  is  being  carried  out  to  induce  householders  to  reduce  pollution 
from  domestic  fires 0  The  Council  has  not  yet  adopted  a  scheme  for  the 
control  of  smoke  pollution  from  domestic  premise sc 

Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  for  the  improvement  of  houses  were 
approved  in  107  ases0

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  following  local  health 
services  which  are  administered  under  the  Divisional  Health  Service 
Scheme  g«  Ambulance 5  District  Nursing s  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare  Services. 

The  following  matters  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Borough 
Council  g-  control  of  infectious  diseases,  provision  of  suitable 
water  supplies,  control  of  cleansing  and  disposal  of  refuse,  inspection  of 
all  food  and  food  preparing  premises  including  the  inspection  of  all  meat 
carcases  at  private  slaughterhouses,  sampling  of  food  stuffs  (milk, 
ice  cream,  etc.)  for  bacteriological  examination,  sanitary  aoconanodat ion 
to  houses,  factories,  shops  and  other  premises,  inspection  of  houses  with 
regard  to  fitness  for  human  habitation,  statutory  nuisances,  rodent 
control,  offensive  trades,  smoke  abatement  and  many  other  matters 
concerned  with  environmental  health. 

Hospital  facilities  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management- 
Committees  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries. 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water 
samples  is  undertaken  without  charge  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  MonsaXX  Hospital,  Manchester.

SANITARY  C  .IRCIJMSTANCES 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committees 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  for  1963®  The  report  reviews  work  carried 
out  'by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  calendar  year,  except 
in  so  far  as  the  report  on  Public  Cleansing  covers  the  financial  year 
up  to  the  31st  March ?  19640 

The  year  was  prominent  for  decisions  taken  with  respect  to  .improv¬ 
ing  sub- standard  housing  conditions*  Details  of  the  review  made  of 
5,6 33  houses  in  the  Borough  are  given  in  the  Housing  Section  of  this 
report*  The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  is  8P703  of  which 
2,224  are  Council  houses  built  in  this  century  mostly  since  1920o  Apart 
from  isolated  farms  and  cottages,,  and  certain  large  houses  mainly  provided 
with  modern  amenities ,  the  review  and  decisions  cover  all  houses  built  in 
the  19th  Century  and  before*  Policy  decisions  and  implications  nay  be 
summarised  as  follows  * 

(a)  Following  the  representation  of  706  unfit  dwellings  in  the  period 
1956-1962,  clearance  programmes  commencing  in  1963  at  the  rate  of  200 
houses  per  year  should  result  in  the  representation  of  clearance  areas 
being  concluded  on  present  day  0 unfit®  standards  by  1969c  By  1971/72 
the  affected  families  should  be  re-housed  and  the  sites  cleared* 

(b)  Conversion  and  Improvement  of  sound ,  well- sited  flback  to  back0 
houses  and  associated  q  through0  houses  cover  a  maximum  number  of  802 
houses,  of  which  the  Housing  Committee  may  invoke  compulsory  purchase 
powers  in  655  Instances  where  owners  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  effect 
improvements*  At  this  stage,  it  does  not  appear  practicable  to  commence 
large  scale  conversion  schemes  until  clearance  programmes  are  concluded, 
although  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  individual  owners  carrying  out 
these  improvements  with  grant  assistance  where  approved* 

(c)  With  the  clarification  of  programmes  for  dealing  with  the  worst 
products  of  the  19th  Century,  it  seemed  desirable  to  turn  our  attention 
to  what  have  been  described  as  the  9  twilight 9  houses*  These  are  the 
soundly  built  terraced  houses,  the  majority  of  which  do  not  possess  all, 
or  some,  of  the  desirable  modern  amenities,  vizc  hot  water  supply,  bath, 
wash  basin,  internal  W*C0  and  ventilated  food  store*  Before  any 
programmes  can  be  recommended,  it  seemed  necessary  to  carry  out  a 
survey  of  these  properties  to  assess  their  deficiencies*  A  pilot  postal 
survey  involving  450  houses  proved  so  successful  that  it  was  decided  to 
cover  ail  the  2,812  houses  in  the  Borough  upon  which  information  is 
required*  A  simple  questionnaire  is  sent  to  each  occupier  requiring 
information  on  the  provision  of  the  various  amenities  and  a  pre-paid 
stamped  addressed  envelope  is  enclosed  for  reply*  This  survey  should 

be  completed  In  1964,  and  from  the  information  received,  it  is  hoped 
to  be  able  to  plan  programmes  to  deal  with  this  large  problem* 
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At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Housing  Act,,  1964.  has 
just  received  Royal.  Assent  and  this  legislation,  for  the  first  time, 
attempts  to  deal  with  this  type  of  sub-standard  house e  Preliminary 
opinion  seems  to  indicate  that  the  new  powers  lack  9  teeth9  ,  but  this 
will  be  proved  or  otherwise  by  testing  them  by  practical  application, 

I  trust  that  20th  Century  Rawtenstall,  which  has  so  long  had  to  suffer 
so  many  housing  indignities  spawned  by  the  Industrial  Revolution,  and 
which  can  now  look  to  a  solution  of  its  peculiar  9 back  to  back9  problem 
within  the  reasonable  future,,  can  be  in  the  vanguard  of  local,  authorities 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  modern  amenities  to  its  large  number  of 
soundly  built  terraced  house s0 


My  last  report  reviewed  the  reasons  why,  for  the  time  being,

smoke  control  should  be  a  must  in  the  future. 


one  cannot  help  feeling  some  relief  at  not  having  become  involved  at  this 
stage „  Mainly  as  a  result  of  rapid  technical  changes  in  the  G-as  Industry 
which  have  become  apparent  within  the  last  year,  the  solid  fuel  position  has 
altered  considerably,  and  one  cannot  help  but  incline  to  the  view  that 
domestic  smoke  control  in  the  future  will  develop  by  the  increased 
installation  of  central  heating  systems,  using  various  types  of  fuels,  and 
where  these  do  not  obtain  by  an  increased  use  of  gas  and  electricity. 
Suitable  smokeless  solid  fuels  in  any  appreciable  quantity  will  be 
confined  to  houses  with  under- floor  draught -type  open  fires  ( c.g0  Baxi 
type),  or  the  closed  or  op  enable  stoves,  or  room  heaters  as  they  are  now 
being  described.  Until  the  fuel  policy  is  clarified,  it  seems  desirable 
to  defer  reconsideration  of  the  Committee9 s  previous  decis±on0  However, 
there  is  some  satisfaction  t<">  be  obtained  from  the  results  of  efforts  made 
to  reduce  industrial  smoke  pollution,  the  details  of  which  are  given  in 
the  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  Atmospheric  Pollution. 


Since  the  industrial  smoke  problem  was  tackled  in  1958,  the  use  of 
coal  by  industry  has  been  reduced  by  close  on  70%  and  the  majority  of 
the  coal  tonnage  new  used  is  being  fired  by  modern  mechanical  and 
smokeless  methods.  On  these  facts  alone,  one  would  expect  a  useful 
contribution  to  be  made  towards  cleaning,  the  atmosphere.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  daily  smoke  measurements  in  the  centre  of  the  town  were  not  taken 
prior  to  some  of  these  improvements  being  carried  out 0  However,  one  can 
observe  a  healthy  trend  in  reviewing  figures  for  the  past  five  years.  The 
'last  three  years  gave  an  average  reduction  in  9  smoke 9  measurement s  of  28% 
compared  with  the  average  for  1959  and  I960.  Weather  conditions  influence 
figures,  particularly  in  fog  periods,  and  it  is  unwise  to  compare  figures 
year  by  year,  but  it  is  considered  that  this  extended  review  does  indicate 
a  welcome  downward  trend  in  pollution.  The  pollution  figures  do  not  justify 
complacency  and  domestic  smoke  control  could  produce  more  spectacular 
results.  When  the  time  is  more  opportune,  the  problem  should  be  tacked 
with  determination©' 


The  coining  into  operation  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963* 
although  increasing  the  amount  of  time  required  to  he  devoted  to  meat 
inspection  work  at  the  four  local  slaughterhouses,  did  not  present  any 
undue  problems 0  The  compulsory  system  of  meat  inspection  and  the 
legalising  of  methods  and  judgements  with  respect  to  meat  carcases  and 
offal s_9.  inaugurated  by  the  Regulations  were  little  different  from  the 
system  of  meat  inspection  previously  carried  outG  The  stamping  of 
inspected  carcases  and  the  system  of  charging  the  trade  for  the  service 
was  new0 

On  the  Public  Cleansing  side  of  the  Department s  work,  notable 
features  of  the  years  activities  were  the  approval  for  commencement  in 
April  1964*  of  a  municipal  dustbin  scheme |  the  approval  of  plans  and 
tenders  of  the  erection  of  a  new  Cleaning  Depot  due  to  be  completed 
by  September  1964,,  and  the  approval  of  plans  for  new  public  conveniences 
at  Wat erf 00 t0 

I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to 
members  of  the  Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and 
support ,  and  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  other  Chief  Officers  and 
their  staff  for  their  wholehearted  co-csperation0

As  a  result  of  a  regrouping  of  water  undertakings the  Bolton 
Corporation  'became  the  responsible  authority  on  the  1st  April  1963 
for  the  public  water  supply 9  which  previously  had  been  under  the 
control  of  the  Xrweli  Valley  Water  Board  for  the  8,319  houses  on 
public  supply ,  excluding  ninety  five  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district 
which  up  to  April  were  supplied  from  mains  provided,  and  maintained 
by  the  Bacup  Corporal ion0  Eighty  five  new  houses  and  forty  eight 
existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  public  supply  during  the  ycar0 

Upland  surface  water  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge ,  G- re  enfold  and  . 

Clough  Bottom,  all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered,  provide 
the  source  for  the  main  public  supply 0  Owing  to  certain  waters 
being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands  there  is  a  liability  to 
plumb  o- solvency  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to  overcome  this0 
From  the  tests  made  after  treatment  the  water  was  seen  to  have  no 
significant  plumbo~  solvent  action0  The  Undertaking  report  that  during 
the  year'  351  samples  of  raw  water  were  subject  to  bacteriological 
examination,  943  partial  chemical  analyses  and  forty  three  full  chemical 
analyse s0  The  results  show  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of 
a  .satisfactory  quality 0  This  was  also  confirmed  by  the  seventeen  samples 
of  water  submitted  by  this  authority  for  bacteriological  examination,, 


2  o  PRIVATE  SUFPLIES 


Every  attention  was  given  to  the  quality  of  the  private  supplies  in 
the  area  which  covers  90S  houses  of  which  229  are  not  within  reasonable 
limits  of  the  public  supply 0  187  samples  were  collected  for  bacteriological 

examination ^  seventy  seven  were  found  to  be  unsat isf act ory  and  three 
chemical  analyses  proved  sat  isf  a  ct  ory  0  Forty  eight  houses  on  private 
supply  were  connected  to  the  public  supply  and  schemes  for  supplying  other 
houses  with  a  satisfactory  supply  are  awaiting  details  from  the  Water 
Undertaking o  Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  with  the  Greenback;  Estate 
Company  for  the  connection  of  their  mains  with  the  public  supply P  but  on 
writing  this  report,  this  .matter  had  not  been  settled,.  The  following  figures 
illustrate  the  present  position  with  regard  to  private  water  supplies  and  compare

The  sewerage  scheme  Is  on  the  separate  system,,  The  sewage 
disposal  plant  is  situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Haslingden 
and  is  controlled  by  the  Haslingden,  Rawtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall 
Sewage  Bcard0  Treatment  is  by  precipitation  and  fIltration0 


Twenty-one  new  houses  and  4  existing  houses  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year©  A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  to 
serve  housing  development  at  Peers  Clough  Road0  Three  hundred  houses 
are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  but  the  majority  of  these  are 
outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  by  reason  of  their  isolation* 

There  were 266  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects 
and  460  complaints  of  Hocked  drains  and  closet  s  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Department  during  the  year0  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt 
release  of  blocked  drains  provides  a  valuable  service  and  complaints 
are  normally  dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt 0 

The  Health  Subcommittee  have  powers  delegated  to  them  to  enable 
expeditious  action  to  be  taken  under  the  drainage  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  ,  196l0 


RIVERS  AMD  STREAMS 

The  Rivers  Irwell^  Limy  Water  and  Whiiewell  Brook  are  polluted  by 
industrial  premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  in  this  matter  is  one  of 
the  chief  sanitary  requirement  s  in  the  district  *  although  in  recent  years 
the  last  mentioned  stream  has  been  appreciably  Improved  and  fishing  takes 
place  ever  an  appreciable  length 0 

The  most  offensive  section  of  river  is  the  Limy  Water  with  an  estimated 
dry  weather  flow  of  no  more  than  5s  million  gallons  per  day©  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  daily  effluent  from  the  two  largest  works  on  the  banks 
Is  2  million  gallons,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  stream  is  practically  made  up 
of  trade  waste  during  periods  of  drought 0  The  appointed  day  for  the 
operation  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  new  Rivers  (prevention  of 
Pollution)  Act ^  1961  ms  1st  June,  1963®  Prom  that  date  it  is  an  offence 
to  continue  to  discharge  trade  or  sewage  effluent  into  a  stream  unless 
application  has  been  made  before  that  -date  for  the  River  Board1  s  consent 0 

Contact  was  made  on  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  with  the 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was  obtained  from  the 
officers  concerned0  One  works  in  the  area  provides  a  particularly 
difficult  problem  and  although  we  have  been  assured  by  the  Board  that  they 
will  give  close  attention  to  the  standard  of  effluent  to  be  discharged  by 
consent ,  in  the  light  of  present  scientific  knowledge^  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  economically  practicable  method  of  securing  a  completely 
satis  fa  ct  cry  e  f  f  1  ue  nt  e

Satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or 
abolishing  the  insanitary  waste  water  closet  which  for  so  long  has 
been  a  feature  of  the  town  is  sanitary  accommodation.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-one  conversions  were  carried  out .  ^  through  the  Council s s 

scheme  of  contribution  whereby  £10  i;  granted  Cor  each  waste  water 
closet  converted  and  95  hy  way  of  discretionary  or  standard  grants* 

There  still  remains ,  however,  approximately  1700  waste  water  closets 
in  existence  in  the  town,  although  many  of  these  are  associated  with 
property  which  will  ultimately  be  demolished* 

Since  the  Council °s  scheme  was  instituted  in  May,  1952*  applications 
have  been  approved  for  the  conversion  if  4-8  pail  closets  and  1,192  waste 
water  closets*  Grants  approved  total  £1,113*  80  10d,  in  respect  of  pails 
and  £11, 417 ©  5,  3d0  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets* 


There  still  remains  241  pail  closets  in  the  Borough,  121  of  which 
re  emptied  by  the  department  by  a  weekly  collection,  the  remaining  120 
pails  are  situated  at  farms  to  remote  and  inaccessible  for  emptying 
purposes*  Since  1952,  101  pail  closets  have  been  abolished  either  by 
way  of  grant  schemes  or  housing  action*

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ATMOSPHERIC  PQLLU  TION 


A  further  drive  was  made  during  the  year  to  secure  improvements  to 
industrial  boilers,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  defence 
available  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  that  it  rad  not  been  possible 
to  complete  necessary  alterations  to  plant  ceased  on  the  5th  July,  19630 
Six  industrial  firms  carried  out  improvements  to  plant  thus  lowering 
still  further  the  local  pollution  from  industrial  source s0 

The  maximum  weekly  tonnage  of  coal  used  by  industry  during  peak 
winter  months  is  372  tons  compared  with  11,2.0  tons  prior  to  1956,  of 
which  only  72  tons  is  'hand  fired4  as  against  379  tons  formerly #  Hand 
fired  boilers,  and  often  the  mechanically  fired  9  sprinkler8  types,,  are 
the  ones  which  in  the  past  have  given  rise  to  the  greatest  amount  of 
pollution,,  The  tonnage  of  coal  now  fired  by  'sprinkler9  stokers  is  80 
tons  per  week  as  against  579  tonsG  The  following  table  gives  the 
details  of  these  improvements,  the  figures  in  brackets  are  those 
relating  to  1958q

Rawtenstall  has  not  been  designated  as  a  "black  area  8  and  in  view  of 
this  and  the  fact  of  its  large  commitments  with  slum  clearance  programme s, 
the  Health  Committee  decided  against  proceeding  with  domestic  smoke  control 
in  1962*  The  authority  is,  how  ever  ,  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire 
and  North  Cheshire  Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of 
Atmospheric  Pollution,.  Twenty  eight  local  authorities  participate  in  the 
Scheme*  Two-  volumetric  instruments  measuring  amounts  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  are  situated,  one  at  the  Department 0  s  office 
in  the  town  centre,  and  the  other  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Hall  Carr 
Co-operative  G-rocery  Store*  Records  are  also  kept  of  rainfall ,  wind, 
direction,  wind  force  and  temperatures,  in  order  to  correlate  the  influence 
of  meteorological  conditions  on  levels  of  atmospheric  pollution*  The 
average  smoke  concentration  readings  for  1963  reveal  that  18?  and  219 
microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  of  air  were  respectively  recorded  by  che 
Town  Centre  and  Hall  Carr  apparatus 0  The  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  gives  the  average  daily  smoke  concentration  for  6l 
•towns  and  boroughs  in  the  North  of  England  as  219  microgrammes  per 
cubic  metre*  The  figures  are  similar  to  the  results  obtained  by  27 
authorities  in  the  Inner  London  belt*  Comments  on  the  trend  of  the 
local  pollution  measurements  are  made  in  the  introductory  letter* 

Monthly  reports  on  the  whole  of  this  work  are  forwarded  to  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 9  Warren  Spring  Laboratory, 
Stevenage,  and  valuable  comparisons  with  other  areas  are  provided,  whilst 
a  monthly  summary  is  issued  for  all  recording  stations  in  the  country*  The 
results  are  also  forwarded  to  the  Technical  Officer  of  the  Consultative 
Committee  previously  referred  to,  and  the  participating  authorities 
regularly  examine  and  discuss  the  significance  of  the  results  of  their 
readings  as  well  as  discussing  the  various  problems  associated  with 
smoke  control  In  the  industrial  and  domestic  fields* 

The  results  of  the  air  sampling  apparatus  and  meteorological  records 
are  appended.

MOVEABLE  POLLINGS 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act*  i960  which 
brought  into  force  a  new  licensing  system  for  caravans,,  has  two  objects 

(i)  to  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites  by  seeking  appropriate 
pi  arming  p  ermi  s  si  o n 

(ii)  to  improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of  layout* 
equipment  and  mainte  nance  0 

This  latter  provision  is  governed  by  the  issue  of  site  licences  by  the 
local  authority*  which  are  only  issued  if  planning  permission  is  obtained. 

A  total  of  four  licences  have  been  issued  to  date*  subject  to  the  necessary 
conditions,, 


RAG-  FLOCK 

The  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act*  1951 5  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November*  1951c,  and  the  Act  repeals  the  Rag  Flock 
Acts  of  1911  and  1928.  There  are  no  licensed  premises  within  the  Borough 
but  three  premises  are  registered  as  users  of  filling  materials. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Considerable  work  was  done  during  the  year.  One  man  is  employed 
full  time  with  extra  assistance  being  furnished  as  required  for  sewer 
and  river  bank  treatments.  A  free  service  is  given  to  tenants  of 
domestic  property  but  a  charge  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  business 
and  fa.rm  premises.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  'by  direct 
labour ,  Two  l6/l8  cubic  yard  rear-loading  fore-and-aft  tipping  vehicles 
each  operate  with  six  men  per  team,  whilst  a  similar  vehicle  of  12  cubic 
yard  capacity  operates  with  four  men  and  maintain  a  regular  weekly  service,, 
A  10  cubic  yard  Derby  type  side  loading  vehicle  is  employed,  .mainly  for 
the  collection  of  trade  waste  paper  but  of  a  type  suitable  for  general 
work*

2-J-  miles  as  against  miles  for  the  smaller  vehicle^  Nine  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty- four  bins  are  collected  weekly  by  the  three 
t earns 9  giving  a  performance  of  123  bins  per  man  per  day0  The  operation 
of  a  'J  stint {l  system  works  very  satisfactorily  as  an  incentive 0  Originally 
measured  by  the  foreman  working  with  the  various  teams  9  each  district  was 
allocated  a  certain  number  of  bins  to  complete  per  week*  To  date  the 
system  ensuring  a  regular  weekly  collection  seems  to  have  been  flexible 
enough  to  have  coped  with  a  reduction  from  a  44  to  42  hour  working  week, 
difficulties  in  recruiting  suitable  labour,  adverse  weather  conditions, 
new  building  resulting  in  longer  carries  of  dustbins  than  those 
associated  with  demolished  houses;  all  without  increase  in  staff*  The 
number  of  working  lays  lost  due  to  sickness  and  injury  amounted  to  121,  or 
the  labour  of  one  man  for  six.  months*  The  labour  change-over  was  fairly 
high  and  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  labour 0 


REFUSE  STORAGE 


The  Health  Committee  during  the  year  approved  the  commencement  of  a 
rate-borne  municipal  bin  scheme  to  commence  in  April  19 64.  This  decision 
was  very  welcome  and  the  system  will  offer  many  advantages  over  the  previous 
arrangement  of  reliance  on  the  co-operation  of  owners  in  the  absence  of 
effective  legislation.  Broadly 9  the  scheme  will  be  based  on  a  renewal 
principle.  Owners  (including  the  Council)  will  be  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  the  initial  bin,  and  one  bin  renewal  will  be  allowed  for  each 
hereditament  producing  domestic  type  refuse,,  The  bins  will  be  provided 
with  rubber  lids* 

During  the  year,  449  dustbins,  317  rubber  lids  and  117  galvanised  lids 
were  supplied  to  owners  by  the  Department* 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel  which  has  operated  since  1958  was  replaced 
in  March  1963*  by  a  similar  type  vehicle  with  improved  modification.  The 
shovel  acting  as  a  dozer  levels  the  tipped  refuse,  consolidates  and  covers 
adequately  by  utilizing  the  material  from  the  old  tip*  The  old  tipped 
material  forms  an  effective  covering  material,  the  refuse  having  broken 
down  into  an  innocuous  ash  like  material.  No  refuse  is  exposed  longer  than 
24  hours  and  there  is  complete  coverage  of  the  tip  for  each  week-end.  The 
effective  snd  prompt  sealing  reduces  the  risk  of  rat  infestation,  and  although 
three  check  treatments  were  given  during  the  year,  only  minor  infestations 
were  revealed. 

Work  was  completed  during  the  year  on  the  new  culvert  which  replaced  the 
old  one  which  fractured e  This  scheme  was  also  tied  in  with  the  tip  development 
scheme  which  visualises  utilising  on  lease  9.4  acres  of  land  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  present  tip*  The  proposed  scheme  of  tipping  which  has  received 
planning  approval  is  expected  to  be  spread  over  10-1 2  years*  following  which 
it  will  be  soiled  and  re— seeded,  and  revert  back  ~s  a  level  plateau  to 
agricultural  use.

The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food0  Local  authorities  are 
still  responsible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk  distribution, 
including  the  sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm*  They  also  possess 
the  powers  for  prevention  of  infection  of  milk,  and  duties  in  connection  with 
water  supply,  sewage  disposal  and  housing  at  farm  and  dairy  premises c 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1958.,  came 
into  operation  in  Rawtenstall  on  the  14th  April  1958,  and  from  that  date,, 
all  retail  dairymen  were  compelled  to  sell  their  milk  under  designation, 
i9e0  tuberculin  tested  milk  which  is  untreated,  and  pasteurised  and 
sterilised  milk,  which  are  treated  by  heat 0  Some  36  producer  retailers

Comment  has  'been  made  in  previous  reports  on  the  local  incidence  of 
brucella  organisms  in  the  milk  supply ,  and  the  point  made  that  tuberculin 
tested  milk  was  not  necessarily  safe  milk*  145  samples  of  milk  were  taken 
last  year  by  the  Department  for  the  purposes  of  checking  milk  supplies  in 
this  connect iorio  This  supplemented  the  sampling  undertaken,  by  the 
Lancashire  County  Council  who  also  submit  their  samples  of  milk  taken 
primarily  for  quality  control  for  brucella  investigation*  Bulk  sampling 
revealed  infection  in  four  herds  during  the  year,  and  as  in  former  years, 
we  undertook  individual  cow  sampling  to  trace  infected  cows*  The  four 
herds  were  found  to  involve  twenty  infected  cowse 

Since  1961*  when  serious  attention  was  devoted,  to  this  matter,  it 
has  been  revealed  that  out  of  the  30  herds  in  the  town  furnishing  raw 
milk  for  retail  sale.  12  have  been  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
organisms  during  this  period .  These  herds  have  involved  31  infected 
animals,  the  milk  from  all  of  which  has  been  immediately  isolated  and 
sent  for  heat  treatment*  Later  certain  of  these  animals,  where  appropriate, 
have  been  slaughtered,  the  milk  from  others  continues  to  be  sent  for  heat 
treatment  but  other  ammals  have  been  sold0  The  absence  of  legislation 
to  control  the  sale  of  infected  animals  is  deplored,  but  the  majority  of 
the  local  farmers  appreciate  the  problem  and  endeavour  to  sell  their 
animals  to  wholesale  producers  of  milk  who  send  their  milk  for  heat 
treatment  *  Mary  of  the  local  farmers  who  have  experienced  trouble 
with  brucella  infection  request  us  to  take  individual  cow  samples 
when  they  are  buying  in  new  stock* 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  most  notable  feature  occurring  in  this  field  was  the  coining  into 
operation  on  the  1st  October,  1963*  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations 
1963c  The  main  provisions  are  briefly  as  follows 

(a)  Meat  at  slaughterhouses  must  be  inspected  and  must  not  be  removed 
from  slaughterhouses  until  It  has  been  inspected* 

(b)  Meat  inspected  and  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  must  be  marked* 

The  manner  of  inspection,  the  circumstances  in  which  meat  is  to  be 
regarded  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the  .method  of  marking  are 
prescribed  In  detail  in  the  Schedule  to  the  Regulations* 

(c)  Local  authorities  may  charge  for  inspection  and  the  minimum  period  of 
notice  of  slaughter  is  extended  from,  three  hours  to  twenty  four  hours* 

A  detailed  report  on  the  implications  of  the  new  Regulations  was 
submitted  to  the  Health  Committee*  One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection 
had  been  practised  in  the  town  for  several  years,  although  it  was  to  be 
expected  that  more  time  would  be  involved  in  the  work  as  a  result  of  the 
meat  stamping  requirements  and  minor  modifications  to  inspection  techniques 0 
The  scale  of  charges  for  meat  inspection  were  expected  to  recoup  approximately 
£760  per  annum  based  on  current  killing  rates,  and  this  sum  is  somewhat  less 
than  the  estimated  expenditure  incurred  in  maintaining  the  service*  The 
rates  are  as  follows g  cattle  2s *  Od*  calves  6de  pigs  6dr  and  sheep  qd* 

The  charges  are  to  be  reviewed  In  September  1964© 


The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  four’ 
private  slaughterhouses  were  inspected  prior  to  release  for  human 
consumption*  In  order  to  maintain  this  system,  work  outside  normal 
hours,  including  Sundays,  was  necessitated*  Again  there  was  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  killed  compared  with  the  9  highest 9 
figure  recorded  last  year  -  4,312  as  against  3,903o  This  headage 
rate  is  far  above  local  requirements  and,  in  fact,  more  meat  is 
exported  to  surrounding  towns  than  is  consumed  locally* 

All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected 
by  the  Department,  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture 
into  feeding  meals  and  fertilisers*  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
meat  are  credited  to  the  butcher  suffering  loss,  whilst  income  from  the 
sale  of  offal  defrays  the  Corporation9 s  handling  charges*  This  system 
has  worked  satisfactorily  and  ensures  proper  control  and  satisfactory 
disposal  of  diseased  meat  and  offals*
